Dear Senator Miller and Representative Pocan:

This letter provides the Department of Children and Families’ first quarterly report to the Joint Finance
Committee (JFC) regarding the child care automated attendance tracking system (AATS). Information in this
report is for activity through November 30, 2010.

Actual costs of operating AATS during the previous quarter: $188,710 paid to vendor for initial
development of the pilot phase of the project.

Status of Statewide implementation: The Department has selected a vendor to provide AATS services.
Implementation of a pilot of the AATS system will begin in February 2011.

Number of child care providers added to AATS: Not applicable. Pilot will not begin until February 2011,
with between 10 and 15 providers taking part in the pilot from the following counties: Milwaukee, Waukesha,
Kenosha, Dane, Dodge and Washington.

Cumulative number of child care providers included in AATS: Not applicable

Successes and challenges experienced in implementation: The Department is working with the vendor
on the design phase of the AATS pilot. Outreach to pilot providers began in late October and the first round of
onsite visits to provider locations began in mid November. Onsite visits will continue through December. The
Department is currently reviewing its policies and procedures to ensure consistency with implementation of
AATS.
